The slow evolution of popular self­ 
government out of various antece 
dent forms of thi social structure 
were traced as but a history in its 
varied phases, of the labor prob 
lem, which is now the paramount 
issue of the day, and is pressing 
for solution. 
This is something of 
the great theme which the speaker 
discussed, though 
but an inade 
quate idea of it can be given )in a 
limited spice. 


The < acnes of the conflict be­ 
tween the States which developed 
the gres t soldier whose birth' we 
comm* mo rate were traced to germs 
that existed in the sixteenth and 
seventeenth centuries, in the tight 
little isle across the sea, so preg­ 
nant at that period with the germs 
of forces destined to mightily af­ 
fect the race. Our war between the 
states was an outgrowth 
of the 
conflict that was waged 
between 
the Roundhead and the Cavalier. 
The seeds of the war 
were sown 
when the Puritan settled New Eng­ 
land and the Cavalier planted his 
Social ideas in the generous eoil of 
Virginia, The irreconcilable ideas of 
both found expression by compro­ 
mise in the constitution, and were 
fought out at last upon the field of 
battle. 
Being fought out and set­ 
tled, the South needs to be devel­ 
oped along the lines of the 
new 
idea. 
Industrial 
development 
must go forward, and our young 
men will find therein their greatest 
opportunity. 
The evils of concen­ 
tration of wealth were treated, and 
emancipation of labor through ed­ 
ucation predicted as the next ad­ 
vanced position to be 
occupied.
